The World of Wheat. 
By H. G. L. STRANGE 
Director ‘‘Crop Testing Plan.” 


A perfect wheat is badly needed 
by farmers in the rust areas of 
Western Canada, 


The rust area comprises the whole 
of Manitoba, and as well, Saskat- 
chewan east ot a vertical line running 
through Shelbrook, Saskatoon and 
Moose Jaw. 


For many years the ablest plant 
breeders in the United States, 
Canada, and in other countries, have 
been endeavoring to produce a 
suitable rust-resistant wheat. Sever- 
al varieties have now been licensed 
for use in Canada, and other varie- 
ties are still under test. 


‘‘Thatcher” is the most widely 
distributed rust-resistant variety at 
present. It is a few days earlier 
than Marquis, somewhat higher 
yielding and is rust-resistant to a 
high degree. 


Thatcher has about the same 
milling and baking qualities as Mar- 
quis. It has as well good strength 
of straw. 


The defects of Thatcher are that 
the kernels are not of such a good 
shape as the Marquis berry, and as 
well they have rather a dull color, 
so that the grain grades, on the 
average, are about one-fifth of a 
grade less than Marquis. 


Other licensed _rust-resistant 
wheats are Renown (a product of the 
Dominion Rust Research Labora- 
tory, Winnipeg), and Apex (develop- 
ed by the University of Saskatche- 
wan).

Forage Crop Need 
Seen In Park Belt 


Through the medium of completed 
questionnaires returned to the Dom- 
inion Experimintal Station, La- 
combe, by farmers taking advantage 
of the Farm Planning Service offered 
by the Station, it has become quite 
evident that very few farmers plan 
lo grow sufficient feed to properly 
provide for their cattle, even in fav- 


urable years, These questionnaires 
show vthat one farmer in ten 
grows any tame grasses, and that 
leguminous crops are almost entirely 
ignored 

All successful livestock men recog- 
aize the fact that one good animal 
well fed is worth al least two poorly 
fed. During the summer months 
stock of all kinds, and particularly 
breeding animals, secure most of 
their sustenance from pasture; and 
during the winter the bulk of the 
ration for all classes of stock 
except swine consists of dry fodder. 
Uherefore it is essential that ample 
and suitable forage crops be provided 
if satisfactory results are to be 
secured, 

Legumes are especially valuable, 
voth for pasture anu hay, because of 
their high proteincontent. Through 
the feeding of leguminous roughages 
the most satisfactory results may be 
secured without the necessity of 
purchasing high-pricea commercial 
feeds; and since legumes are as 
easily grown as any other class of 
furage crop, the feeding of rations 
balanced through their use is not a 
uxury but, because of the vastly 
superior results, a real economy. 

The Lacombe Station states that 
there is a wide range of pasture crops 
which may be used, choice depend- 
ing on the class of livestock and on 
soil and climatic conditions. How- 
ever, under the conditions which 
prevail in Central Alberta there are 
few grasses, legumes and mixtures 
pre-eminently satisfactory. 

For perennial pastures for horses, 
cattle or sheep, a mixture of 5 Ibs. 
alfalfa and 8 lbs. brome is recom- 
mended. This will produce a high 
yield of palatable, nutritious fodder 
and at the same time serve to keep 
the animals systems toned up. Al- 
though gocd for all classes of stock, 
this type of pasture is especially 
necessary for dairy cows, to secure 
maximum production at minimum 
cost. 

For any class of stock, when past- 
ures are included in short rotations 
or when there is any other reason 
for preferring an annual crop, a 
mixture of 2 bushels oats and 1 
vushel fali rye, spring seeded, is a 
very suitable crop Lhe oats make 
atall growth and are grazed down 
before the animals will bother about 
the rye, which mats along the surface 
of the ground, ‘This mixture is 
widely used for swine pasture, often 
supplemented with rape seeded in 
rows 30 inches apart, at the rate of 
3 lbs. per acre. 

Under normal conditions in Cen- 
tral Alberta, one acre of forage crops 
will provide ample pasture or hay 
for one mature cow or its equivalent. 
This equivalent way consist of one 
horse or five sows oO: ewes,
